Homes For Vets Will be 
Delayed Four to Six Weeks 
Result of Disastrous Blaze 


More Than Million Feet of Lumber, Plumbing 
Fixtures and Hardware Lost in Monday Night s 
Fire; Wind, Inadequate W a te r Hamper Firemen 


Fire, originating in the mill at the Sunny Dunes Development 
company's veterans' housing project late M onday afternoon, roared 
through more than a million feet of lum ber, plum bing fixtures and 
hardw are and by Tuesday noon, had done an estim ated $225,000 
damage. 
It w as the most disastrous fire in the history of the Village.

The blaze was discovered by 
the Indian w atchm an.

It expresses perfectly the feel­ 
ings and indignation of millions 
of our returning GIs.

The clipping follows: 
“Forty-two veterans employed 
in a Humboldt county strike­ 
bound lumber company plant is­ 
sued a recent signed statement 
to striking mill workers which 
has much m eat for thought while 
laying bare some ugly facts. Here 
are a few samples of the language 
used, which shows how the re­ 
turned serviceman feels toward 
the conditions to which he has 
returned: 
“Not too long ago 
we 
were 
called heroes. Now we are called 
scabs and company rats because 
we want to get off the govern­ 
ment dole and earn a living. . . 
It is fine for you strikers to re­ 
main idle. . . your pockets are 
well filled. . . during the war 
you strikers made as much in a 
week as the bemedaled warrior 
made in a month. . . Not only 
do we want to go back to work, 
veterans all over the country are 
begging for places to live: lum­ 
ber is needed for houses; we in­ 
tend to see that veterans get i t.. . 
But we do want you to know 
that we will not soon forget how 
you men in the picket lines were 
grateful to the lumber companies 
in securing draft exemptions for 
you during the war. You worked 
then because you wanted exemp­ 
tion that essential industry could 
give. Now that the war is over 
you want to prevent the returned 
veteran from working, by carry­ 
ing a sign. . .

Ahead of us loomed majestic, 
solitary Navaho mountain, pe­ 
culiar flat-topped mass that it 
is, jutting up from its base of 
5.00U' to over 10,250, a mile nearly 
straight up. It is a huge circular 
dome, underlaid by an intrusion 
of igneous rock, domineering and 
mvstcrious because it is so lofty 
arid so completely remote from 
any other contiguous ranges. No 
wonder the Navahos had so many 
legends concerning this mountain, 
on which their War God was sup­ 
posed to dwell. At its base, on 
the Utah side (the northeast por­ 
tion) lies Navaho mountain trac.- 
U ing post with its Indian school, 
A while on the Arizona side (the 
southwest portion) is famed Rain­ 
bow lodge, start of the 13-mile 
pack-trip 
down 
to 
Rainbow 
bridge. 
, 
We passed the turn-off to the 
trading post, and continued on 
past a small airport that Barry 
Goldwater had constructed for 
his private plane. The Haystack 
came into viewr next, a huge 
bread-loaf shaped hunk of white 
sandstone, perfectly smooth on 
the top. A mile or so beyond and 
the road zigzagged back and forth 
through the scrubby junipers and 
finally exhausted itself directly 
before Rainbow lodge. We had 
arrived at last! As we came to 
a halt, the door opened and Bill 
Wilson himself came out to greet 
us, followed a few seconds later 
by Catherine. It took only a few 
moments to realize that the repu­ 
tation of the lodge is due entirely 
to the cordiality and friendliness 
of its two proprietors, the Wil­ 
sons. W ithout them, there could 
be no real lodge. 
We entered the door, eager to 
learn when we could m ake the 
descent to the Bridge. 


WHITE MESA 
NATURAL BRIDGE 
At 
Inscription 
House 
(the 
Painted Desert Trading Post) we 
stopped for more detailed infor­ 
mation on how to reach the nat­ 
ural bridge in White Mesa that 
Harry Goldwater had told us 
about. His directions were to 
continue on down the m ain road 
to Tonalea until we came to a 
sand-dune, around which the road 
detours a few yards. On the other 
side of this dune, we should take 
the faint cart-tracks to the right, 
which head directly toward White 
mesa. 
FIND TRACKS 
Sure enough, we found the 
tracks all right and started fol­ 
lowing them. We had expected 
a very rough ride. We 
were 
wrong. Our route was a very cir­ 
cuitous one, to be sure, weaving 
in and out across washes and 
over ridges, but it was quite 
smooth-riding, almost like pave­ 
ment after the rough stretch of 
slick-rock 
from 
the 
Rainbow 
lodge. Every mile or so we came 
to a fork, and had to choose. 
Twice we had to back-track, hav­ 
ing made a wrong choice. 
Finally Jack spotted the arch 
we were seeking, jutting out of 
the southerly portion of White 
mesa. We had been looking for 
it to be either in the center or 
the northern part. Now to get 
over to it. The selection of roads 
was a bit easier now th at we 
knew where the bridge was. Fi­ 
nally, 7 miles from the turn-off, 
we climbed up a big expanse of 
siiek-rock and came to a halt, 
further progress barred 
by a 
steep canyon directly in front 
of us. However, from this spot, 
our goal could not be more than 
a mile distant, if that much. 
As we approached closer to it, 
we noted its structure. The arch 
of this natural bridge, if you can 
call it a bridge, was not flat 
across 
the 
top 
like 
Rainbow 
bridge; instead it shot down from 
the cliff top at a 45 degree angle, 
resembling a buttress more than 
anything else. Because of this 
sharp straight angle that the 
span makes, the opening under 
it is nearly a nerfect right angle, 
as if a symmetrical triangle of

rock had been knocked out of it. 
This makes the general shape of 
the structure unique. The par­ 
tition of rock jutting out from 
the parent cliffs and forming the 
arch was rather thin, about twelve 
to fifteen feet thick at the high­ 
est point, which was about 120 
feet above the basal ledge. In 
contrast to Rainbow, this bridge 
was gray chalky white, with 
bands' 
of 
dark 
orange-brown 
around its base, exactly like the 
formation from which the Ele­ 
phants 
Feet 
were 
carved 
by 
wind and water. In all proba­ 
bility, the two geological forma­ 
tions are identical, since the feet 
are less than fifty miles from 
White mesa. 
AMAZING SIGHT 
As we climbed up the far side 
(the southern) of the talus slope 
to get a picture ot tile linage, 
looking 
northward, 
we 
were 
amazed to see so many potsherds 
scattered about the surlace. Pot­ 
sherds are fragments ot pottery 
vessels, made uy Indians some 
7UU years ago. Here in this one 
spot were literally hundreds, n 
not thousands, of these pieces ot 
clay ware, oi all sizes, shapes, 
colors, ana designs. It we nad 
taken the tim e to search the small 
eaves and openings which we 
could see all along the mesa’s 
front, I'm positive 
we 
would 
have found clift-dwelling ruins 
and perhaps even complete wares. 
The mesa is so isolated and so 
little known, that anything might 
be hidden there. ¡Someday I'd 
like to come back and spend 
several 
weeks 
just 
exploring 
White mesa. 
Chico climbed up into the arch­ 
way for pictures, having to go 
around and get up to it from 
the northern side, since there 
was a vertical drop of twenty 
feet from ours, which made an 
ascent there impossible without 
ropes. 
Pictures taken, we returned to 
the station wagon, drove back t’o 
the main "highway,” and were 
again headed for Monument Val­ 
ley. It was 4:30 that afternoon 
when we got into Goulding’s. 
We remained there for two 
days, over my birthday. I adopted 
Chico’á philosophy that everyone 
wastes at least ten years of his 
life. He tells everyone he’s ten 
years younger than he really is; 
of course, he looks that young. 
1 can only tell them and watch 
the dubious expressions. At any 
rate, one of the cooks baked me 
a 
wonderful 
chocolate 
c a k e , 
which thoughtfulness I appreci­ 
ated very much. 
During our brief stay we went 
to Olje-to trading post, where Mr. 
Carson fed us fresh watermelon, 
the first of the season and the 
first I’d had in many a month. 
The movie people had renovated 
the post a little, removing the 
Navaho hogan that formerly stood 


in front of the main building and 
erecting a hitching post in its 
place. The roof they had re­ 
painted to tone it down, and 
added a sign: Wells Fargo Way 
Station. All this work for prob­ 
ably one very short sequence in 
the film, "My Darling, Clemen­ 
tine,” 
showing a stage coach 
pausing at the way station. 
Leaving the valley, we headed 
north, through Mexican Hat to 
Bluff and Standing and beyond 
to Monticello. From here on we 
were in new territory. The road 
from there to Moab, by the beau­ 
tiful La Sal mountains (which 
Chico insisted looked like hot- 
cross buns because of the streaks 
of snow against their cinnamon- 
brown summits), 
was a very 
scenic one. 
MOST COLORFUL 


Moab has one of the most color­ 
ful settings for any city I have 
yet seen. It is located right in 
the midst of towering red sand­ 
stone cliffs. The Colorado river 
flows through the western out­ 
skirts of town. In fact, they claim 
the distinction of having the real 
Grand Canyon start here, for 
it is at this point that the Colo­ 
rado first enters a rock-bound 
canyon. Nearby are some story­ 
book cattle ranches and only a 
few miles beyond the town is 
Arches National monument, an 
area of grotesque and unusual 
sandstone erosion, 
including a 
score of natural bridges, arches, 
and windows.

Our stay at Moab was much 


briefer than we had planned, for 
a telegram to Jack gave him the 
bad tidings that his mother was 
very ill and would have to un­ 
dergo an operation three days 
hence. That upset all plans. So 
Jack drove us back to Monument 
valley and returned to Moab alone 
to await further news and to fly 
home at a moment’s notice. 
Chico had planned on rem ain­ 
ing a couple of weeks more in 
Monument valley to work as an 
extra in the film, so I bid him 
adieu and came on directly home 
to Ontario.

Thomas Walker left from here to 
explore the wilds of what is now 
West Virginia, before Boone 
passed Cumberland Gap, and 
George Rogers Clark and Wil­ 
liam Clark, brothers, both born 
here, left Albemarle, one to ex­ 
plore the Northwest and the other 
to explore the Louisiana Terri­ 
tory with Meriweather Lewis, 
another home-town boy. The 
country has provided a Minister 
to England. Andrew Stevenson, 
and a Minister to Turkey, Dab­ 
ney Smith Carr, and it bred Gen­ 
eral John S. Mosby whose cavalry

provident a great deal of annoy­ 
ance to Union forces in the War 
between the States. It also pro­ 
duced Dr. Walter Reed, who con­ 
quered yellow fever as every 
movie patron now knows, and 
William Cabell Rives, the writer. 
Perhaps L should offer a prize, 
in the schools, for the best essay 
on the historical backgrounds of 
Orange, Riverside or Imperial 
counties. 
I'd like to write a whole col­ 
umn on Jefferson, and perhaps 
I shall, some of these days. He 
was one of the most interesting 
and able men this nation has pro­ 
duced. He was a farmer, musi­ 
cian, and a most ingenious in­ 
ventor. He was a traveller, na­ 
turalist, a good horseman, and 
an excellent architect. He was 
a 
philosopher, mathematician, 
and a linguist who spoke or read 
six languages, besides several In­ 
dian languages. He was a man­ 
ufacturer, builder, educator, an 
executive, a legislator, a politi­ 
cian, a statesman. He built the 
University of Virginia and be­ 
came its first Rector. He was 
heir to two great fortunes and 
died poor, having given the new 
nation the best of his life and his 
abilities. It is a sad commentary 
on public service, that today, as 
then, sincere and honest men 
sacrifice everything to maintain 
the Republic. 
George 
Washington’s 
estate 
was exhausted shortly after his 
lifetime, and he with Jefferson 
were two of the richest men of 
that time. Monroe, having spent 
almost everything he had as Am­ 
bassador of the new Nation, lived 
in a little cottage on the hillside 
in Albemarle County. So it goes, 
from that day to this, down the 
list of those who have made the 
great contributions to the coun­ 
try.Usually we turn at Knoxville 
and go through Nashville. This 
time the road was torn up, so 
we went on, through Chattanoo­ 
ga to Memphis, about the same 
distance. We found that road 
torn up. too! I must make a note 
to ask Charlie Purcell why, when 
there are two parallel roads, both 
needing repairs, State Engineers 
always have to tear up both at 
once. Anyway, we did visit the 
battlefields of Chickamauga and 
Shiloh.

seen Southern California for the 
first time, we headed northward 
to Yosemite in a round-about way. 
Again we parted, I staying at 
Yosemite to work in the Park 
museum there the months of July 
and August and until mid-Sep­ 
tember; Chico, continuing on up 
the coast to Alaska, still in search 
of the elusive Die Blaue Blume, 
that mythical blue flower. 
Thu» ended an eventful sum­ 
mer of traveling about the lesser 
known portions of Arizona and 
Utah. What did I learn from the 
trip, you may ask? Most of what 
I learned is intangible. I did see 
and mentally note faets and data 
which will be invaluable in the 
future as background material for 
lectures and discussions. I took 
some 500 Kodaehrome slides 
which are material proof that 
the vivid colors were not exag­ 
gerated. Then I met people, 
people like the Bolles who were 
friendly beyond all measure and 
like Chico who was mv buddy 
for most of the summer, sharing 
my misfortunes and elations. No 
one can evaluate friendship. Also 
on the trip I got a general over­ 
all picture of a huge area, and 
a foundation of the geological 
forces necessary to create such 
a place. 
Next week we resume our reg­ 
ular series of articles for this 
coming winter season. If you 
have any comments on the sum­ 
mer series, and would like to 
have them continued next year, 
the editor of this newspaper is 
very much interested in hearing 
your views. And if you have any 
special subjects you wish dis­ 
cussed in the future, just drop 
a line to the Desert Museum, Box 
411, Palm Springs, and we will 
be only to happy to comply.

Bridge Survives 
Many Attempts to 
Add Bizarre Plays 


(This is the third in a series 
of articles on the evolution of 
the great game of bridge, w rit­ 
ten for The Sun by Miss Anne 
Vaughan.) 


Many oddities and bizarre plays 
were tem porarily in effect d u r­ 
ing the evolution from Whist to 
Contract Bridge. At first spades 
was the least valuable suit. In 
the latter part of th e 19th cen­ 
tury the spade suit was given 
two values, the low est value as 
form erly 
and in addition 
the 
h i g h e s t 
value, 
called 
Royal 
Spades or Lillies. W hen bidding, 
the payer indicated w hich value 
was intended. Soon 
the lower 
value of spades was discontinued 
and 
the 
nom enclature 
of 
the 
higher value spades. 
At one tim e a hand w ithout 
a single trum p was allow ed to 
score for 
"chicane.” At another 
time N ullo was included in the 
bid. U nder this bidding a team 
bid on its expected losses, forc­ 
ing the adversaries to take as 
many tricks as possible. As re­ 
cently as 1938 an attem pt was 
made to establish a fifth suit. 
This gam e was called “Eagle.” 
The fifth suit was designed with 
small green eagles. T he scoring I 
was 40 for no trum ps, 30 for 
eagles, 25 for the m ajor suits and • 
20 for the 
minors. The scoring | 
started w ith the 9th trick instead 
of the 7th, and a gam e required 
120 points. This form of Contract 
didn't go over. The real game is 
built on too solid a foundation of 
science to be swayed by passing 
breezes of whimsey. 


CHANGES MANY TIM ES 


Required points for gam e and 
the value of suits have changed 
several tim es during th e develop­ 
ment of the game. In the early 
days, prior to the introduction of 
the “book,” a trick w as simply 
a trick. A fter the introduction 
of the book, (the first six tricks), 
scoring began with th e seventh 
trick, and the different suits took 
on value and rank. In the 1890’s 
a spade trick was valued at 2 
points, club 4, diam ond 6, heart 
8 and no trum p 12. 30 points 
were required for gam e. In the 
early days of Auction the scor­ 
ing was as 
follows: 
Clubs 6, 
diam onds 7, hearts 8, spades 9 
and no trum p 10. G am e score 
continued to be 30. U nder Con­ 
tract B ridge the scoring has m a­ 
terially 
changed, 
th e 
minor 
suits being 20 points and the m a­ 
jor suits 30 points. The first no 
trum p above the book 
brings 
40 
points 
and 
all 
subsequent 
tricks count 
30. G am e 
is 
100 
points. 


GROWING IN FAVOR 


Whist and its descendcnts have 
increased in favor as the years 
passed, w ith those people who 
enjoy m ental recreation. It has 
gradually 
become as stabilized 
as chess and backgam m on: the 
bids and responses are as lim it­ 
ing as the lines on a tennis court. 
It is governed by a universal 
constitution or code, 
w hich 
is 
amended periodically. Up to 1943 
this code was known as The In­ 
ternational Bridge Laws and was 
produced 
by 
com m ittees 
from 
the W hist Club of New York, 
the Portland Club of London and 
the 
Commission 
Franchise 
du 
Bridge of Paris. A revision of 
these law s became necessary in 
1940, at w hich time both London 
and Paris w ere fighting for exist­ 
ence and w ere unable to take in 
the revision. 
The p resent code, 
known as The Laws of Contract 
Bridge, w as form ulated by com­ 
m ittees from the W hist Club of

PRESERVING THE 
FUNDAMENTALS 


Not long after the United States 
was 
plunged 
into 
the 
second 
World War, a situation involving 
personal rights arose in w hich, 
for a brief m om ent, the cry “to 
hell w ith habeas corpus” 
was 
heard in some quarters. F o rtu n ­ 
ately, there was little sym pathy 
w ith such a view point and o rd er­ 
ly procedures prevailed. 


The w rit of habeas corpus is 
one of the oldest rights enjoyed 
in the English-speaking nations. 
It is insurance against unlaw ful 
detention. It is a garantee of free­ 
dom and personal liberty unless 
the individual has done som ething 
clearly w arranting im prisonm ent. 
U nder the greatest em ergencies 
it is one of the last rights sus­ 
pended, and then only tem porarily 
in the public interest. 


In tim es of stress there is a 
tendency to throw things o v er­ 
board, to tram ple the weak, to 
crush those who are out of step, 
to ignore the comm on niceties, 
and overlook personal rights. A c­ 
tually those are the very tim es 
w hen extra care is needed to p re ­ 
serve the fundam entals. In the 
U nited States these include the 
Bill of Rights and the principle 
of Public Notice.
